BRITISH DISCLOSED THAT THEY RECEIVED FROM THEIR EMBASSY IN 
TEHRAN REPORT INDICATING THAT COSPONSORS OF HOSTILE KOREAN 
RESOLUTION MAY TRY TO GET PRIORITY FOR THEIR RESOLUTION AT 
THE GENERAL COMMITTEE STAGE TWO WEEKS HENCE. THEIR INFORMATION 
IS THAT IRANIAN MFA HEAD OF INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION AFFAIRS 
CONFIRMED IRAN'S INTENTION TO VOTE FOR FRIENDLY RESOLUTION AND 
AGAINST HOSTILE DRAFT AND THAT IRANIAN UN AMB HOVEYDA HAS BEEN 
GIVEN DISCRETION TO DECIDE WHETHER TO SUPPORT RECENT REQUEST 
FROM HOSTILE GROUP TO VOTE FOR PRIORITY FOR THEIR ITEM. 

TENTATIVE JAPANESE AND US ASSESSMENTS OF VOTES ON FRIENDLY 
RESOLUTION ON KOREA ARE SIMILAR. PLUS AND MINUS INDICATE

VIETNAM AND ROK MEMBERSHIP APPLICATIONS - 

AUSTRALIAN REPRESENTATIVE HARRY SAID HIS INFORMATION INDICATED

RAISED SHORTLY, AND HE SUGGESTED MAKING SURE THAT RESOLUTION
